Maxwell Is 
Sentenced to 
Die on June 15 


Herman Maxwell, negro convict- 


ed three times for rape of a Hemp- 
stead white farm wife, was sent- 
enced to die in the electric chair on 
June 15. The sentence was handed 
down by Judge Dexter Bush of Tex- 
arkana. 


Asked if he had anything to say 


before sentence was pronounced, 
Maxwell said he didn't get a fair 
trial. Ho Sii>d the jury was preju- 
diced and that several of them 
knew him. 


Judge Bush asked why he didn't 


tell his attorney and Maxwell said 
he did but the attorney wouldn't 
excuse them. The condemned man 
told the court that he was not 
guilty. 


Judge Bush then sentenced him 


to die June 15.
